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The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction 
of the following is required: there is no antecedent basis in the specification for the 
matter of claim 24 and claims dependent thereon.

Claims 24,26,27,30-42 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Cline in view of Dickson and Schockley. 

The previous rejection still applies. The applied art suggests adjusting the dopant 
concentrations of the Zener diode regions to design for a particular breakdown 
magnitude. Note also that there are two adjacent p regions and two adjacent n regions 
in figure 6 of Dickson. 

Applicant's arguments filed 1 1/29/04 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Arguments that the references do not teach at least two groups with 
different concentrations are unpersuasive because Dickson teaches at least two groups 
with different concentrations in figure 6 and adjusting doping levels in the regions to 
design for a particular breakdown voltage is considered to be within the skill of the 
artisan.
